LOUDER THAN AN EARTHQUAKE. 


Fearful Explosion of a Lehigh Valley 
Engine. 
BuFFato, N. Y., May 11.—About 2 o’clock 
this afternoon, the Lehigh Valley engine, No.: 
261, George Pearl, engineer, and Henry J, 
O’Conner, fireman, started for East Buffalo 
with astring of twenty-seven cars. . The train 
was moving slowly, and had crossed the Lake 
Shore tracks at Buffalo Creek junction, when 
the locomotive exploded. 
THE EARTH TREMBLED, 

The roar was heard like a discharge battery 
of heavy artillery. The earth trembled as 
though with an earthquake and the air was 
filled with flying fragments of iron, steel, 
brass and timber, acconrpanied by a cloud of 
mingled steam and dust. 

THE ENGINE DISAPPEARS. 


mained of its fifty tons of machinery was six 
driving wheels and the forward end of the dis- 
abled tender. The tracks were ripped from 
the ties and bent out of shape. The ground 
was torn up for some distance, and broken 
telegraph and electric light wires dangled 
from their posts, a tangled mass. 
LIVES SNUFFED OUT. 
Desolation and ruin had been wroughtin the 
twinkling of an eye, and two lives were sacri- 
ficed like the snufting of a candle,for there was 
no trace of either engineer or fireman. What 
was apyarently a human body was seen flying 
through the air at an elevation of one hundred 
feet, and was‘ observed to fall on 
the Lake Shore. raiiroad, at least 
1,000 feet west of twhere the explosion oc- 
curred. The bedy of the other unfortunate 
man took a north@ysterly course, at a high ele- 
vation, and drepped into a creek tive hundred 
feet away. ee 
THE FRAGMBNTS OF THE ENGINE. 

In a ditch to th west was the shattered 
twenty-tive-ton boiler. On the other side, 100 
feet distant, was the crown sheet, battered 
and twisted out of shape, and across the ad- 
jacent slip the dome and a huge fragment of 
the boiler lay upon the coal-dumping pier of 
the Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg railroad, 
400 feet away. In striking, it had crushed into 
the timbers and sent great splinters in all di- 
rections. The switch shanty alongside the 
track was badly wrecked. 

THE BODIES FOUND. 

Soon the search for the missing engineer 
and fireman began. The body of Pearl was 
found in the creek. It was brought to the 
surface and hoisted to the ccal dock. Its con- 
dition was shocking. Apparently every bone 
was broken. The head and face were horribly 
mutilated, as was also the trunk, nearly the 
entire abdomen being torn away. 

O’Conner’s body was found between the 
stumps of two trees alongside the Lake Shore 
tracks. His head was crushed, his face dis- 
figured beyond recognition, and in the left side 
was a great hole. ‘The man’s head had been 
wrenched from his neck, and his garments 
were torn to shreds. His legs and arms were 
apparently fractured. 


They Disregarded the Signals.

WHERE IS THE NUN OF KENMARE? 


A Number of Persons Anxious to Discover 
Her Whereabouts. 


PitTsBurRG, Pa., May 11.—There are quite a 
large number of persons in Pittsburg who are 
anxious to discover the present whereabouts 
of Miss Mary Frances Cusack, “‘the nun of 
Kenmare.’’ Miss Cusack came to Pittsburg 
last winter and created one continual sensation 
from the time she arrived until she departed. 
Several newspaper men and Presbyterian min- 
isters arranged lectures for her, 
and she had profitable entertainments. 
She left rather unexpectedly, and 
this at the time caused no little comment. 
Before going she took subscriptions for her 
book on ‘‘Reasons for Leaving the Catholic 
Church,”’ and collected quite a handsome sum.

QUAY ON THE RUN. 


THE MEETING OF THE NATIONAL 
COMMITTEE POSTPONED 


BECAUSE QUAY WAS AFRAID OF IT. 


The President Insists Upon His Full Con- 
fession Before Absolution Can Re Pro- 
culations of Speculators. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—{Special.]—The re- 
publican national committee will not meet to- 
morrow. 

A meeting had been called, but ‘‘Boss”’ 


Quay, the chairman, yesterday telegraphed to - 


all members that it had been postponed in- 
definitely. 

The news of the postponement has created 
somewhat of a sensation here. Quay’s ex- 
pianation, however, fails to cover 
all the facts of tho situation. 

THE PRESIDENT’S ACTION. 

A few weeks ago, the president asked Mr. 
Quay for a personal explanation of the recent 
newspaper charges against him. Quay 
declined to explain to Harrison personally, or 
to the country through the press. He simply 
said to Mr. Harrison that his election as secre- 
tary of the state of Pennsylvania,and then to the 
United States senate, after he had been treas- 
urer, showed that the people of Pennsylvania 
believed in his innocence of the charges of be- 
ing adefaulter. Further than this he had 
nothing to say. 

Naturally the explanation was not satisfac- 
tory to the president. However, Harrison said 
nothing at the time, and it has been the ex- 
pectation of Quay’s friends for several days 
that the president would not insist upon Quy’s 
retirement as chairman of the national com- 
mittee. Indeed, they believed that rather 
than precipitate an open fight, 
the administration would yield 
and leave Quay in possession of the field. 
As the time for the meeting approachd, the 
president showed fight, and at the eleventh 
hour Quay used his privilege as chairman to 
indefinitely postpone the meeting. 

WHAT WILL THE END BE? 

What the end will be it is difficult to see, 
but the fact that Quay has dodged the issue 
will make him weak. The members of the 
committee have not known precisely which 
side to champion. 

One or two delegates had already arrived 
before the announcement of the postponement, 
one of whom was H. C. Payne, of Wis- 
consin. At first he was outspoken in 
expressing hisopinion that Quay should not 
retire. Not long after Uncle Jerry Rusk, 
Harrison’s secretary of agriculture, and one of 
the advisors in whom he had particular confi- 
dence, had a long interview with Payne, and 
it is now understood Payne will not object to 
Quay’s retirement. 

QUAY ON THE RUN. 

The belief is growing that Harrison now has 
Quay on the run, and the political fortunes of 
the republican national chairman have sunk 
more rapidly in the last twenty-four hours 
than atany time inhis career. In a few days he 
will leave on a fishing trip down in Virginia. 

The interesting question now is, will Quay 
openly fight the administration, or will he 
take medicine quickly by retiring from the 
chairmanship of the national committee. 

As matters now stand, Harrison says he 
must get out. 

Quay says he will do nothing of the kind.

THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Jones, of Nevada, Will Open the Debate on 
the Silver Bill in the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The programme for 
the week in congress may be briefly stated; 
silver in senate, and tariff in house. 

Under the arrangement that was effected 
last Thursday, Senator Jones, of Nevada, will 
open the debate on the silver bill, at 2 0’clock 
tomorrow afternoon.

THE ELEVENTH CENSUS. 


Supervisors Instructed Not to Receive Money 
From Corporations to Aid Them. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The. superinten- 
dent of the census has issued an order, stating 
that it has been brought to his attention that 
city councils and boards of trade in certain 
cities have appropriated money to aid their 
census supervisors in the enumeration of the 
population. He, therefore, instructs the su- 
pervisors positively not to receive any such 
compensation, nor countenance, for one in- 
stant, the payment of any sum of money what- 
ever, by municipalities, corporations, 
associations, or persons, to the 
enumerators. He says that any 
supervisor of the census who is not 
content with the remuneration allowed by law 
(which is double the amount paid in 1880) 
should at resign. The eleventh census 
must and shall be above suspicion. To toler- 
ate any action on the part of municipalities, 
associations, organizations or individuals, no 
matter how powerful they may be, which has 
for its purpose the debauching, or which would 
even throw the slightest taint upon the truth- 
fulness of the returns, would, in his opinion be 
nothing short of a crime against the people of 
the United States.

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 11.—[Special.]—Pitts- 
burg has made extensive preparations for the 
Scotch-Irish congress which assembles here on 
the 29th of the present month.

VACANT SEAT. 


The Campaign Promises to Assume a Phase

LovisviLig, Ky., May 11.—The senatorial 
contest has gone forward briskly today. Ex- 
Congressman McKenzie reached Frankfort 
last night and tonight formally announced 
himself. Aside from this there is little new as 
to the candidates or their strength on the bal- 
lotin the democratic caucus Monday night. 
It is clearly understood that no selection will 
be made till the caucus nominates. 

CARLISLE WILL LEAD. 

All agree that Carlisle will lead off by a ma- 
jority and the rest of the yotes be pretty 
evenly divided between Knott, McCreary, 
McKabzie, Buckner, Lindsay and Reeves. 
Ex-State Senator L. T. Moore, of Cattletsburg, 
and Ex-Minister Boyd Winchester, of Louis- 
ville, will probably not be in the race at all. 
They have not allowed the announcement of 
their names. 

Mr. Carlisle’s friends are aggressive, and 
want to push the contest to a conclusion the 
first night. ‘they hardly hope their chief can 
be stronger by along fight. On the other hand, 
all the others think they will do better by wait- 
ing, and they will be able to prevent a nomi- 
nation at once. Ex-Congressman McCreary is 
held to be especially the favorite in any pro- 
longed fight on account of his good general- 
ship and popular manners. It is claimed that 
he never came out of a race 
weaker than when he wentin. But in this 
case it is n¢t generally believed he can win, 
nv matter how long the contest lasts. 

GOVERNOR BUCENER’S STRENGTH. 

Governor Buckner has developed great 
strength. His friends have been stirred up 
by the movements of enemies he has made by 
vetoing bad measures, and by his criticism of 
the late Judge Jackson, of Louisville. 

W. L. Jackson, son of Judge Jackson, who 
has been interested in the lobbying at Frank- 
fort this winter,is said to have twenty-four 
yetes pledged against Buckner. Governor 
Buckner’s friends, in response, have been 
moving everything in their power, and it is 
believed when the final test comes it will be 
between him and Carlisle. 

His record as governor has made him very 
strong, and while he has offended many politi- 
cians, his friends claim that the legislators 
who regard their standing with their constitu- 
encies can turn from him only to Carlisle. 

Tie caucus will probably refuse to adopt the 
rule of dropping candidates with the fewest 
votes. Only one or two ballots will be taken 
Monday night, and adjournment be held until 
Tuesday night, and so on until a nomination is 
made.

THE STRENGTH OF THE CANDIDATES. 


| LOTS OF WATERSPOUTS. 


| A Captain Shoots One of Them Without 
_ Seriously Hurting It. 

PHILADEY.PHIA, May 11.—The frequent ap- 
pearance of txemendous waterspouts is report- 
ed by incoming. vessels. The large German 
ship Otto, from \Marseillés, had a miraculous 
escape from total destruction several days ago 
Mate H. Lenger said. today :. 

“On the morning of April 29th the ship was 
in latitude thirty-three degrees, fifty-five min- 
utes, longitude 728, headlong northwest under 
light canvas. The weather was very squally, 
bat the sea was well beaten down bya heavy 
fall of rain, which had just ceased. It was just 
7:30 o’clock in the morning and my watch on 
deck. The weather looked very threatening. 

‘*The waterspout was first seen in the west- 
northwest, about two miles distant. It looked 
then like a rain squall. Asit got nearer the 
terrific noise of the boiling and splashing water 
attracted attention, andin a few seconds all 
were wild. The helm was put hard over to 
bring the ship off on the wind, but having very 
little speed on owing to the iight winds, she 
was slow to answer the helm. 

‘‘Nearerand nearer came the huge volume 
of water. It looked like a heavy, dark cloud. 
Such was the excitement among the crew that 
some of the men stood entranced, crving that 
they would face death on their feet. The spout 
struck our stem and passed off. It was won- 
derful that it did no great damage. It disap- 
peared in the east. At the base of the spout 
the sea was terribly agitated, and it made the 
impression on the sea that a plough would on 
land. The water in its wake heaped up like 
soapsuds, and was scattered at a great height.” 

The t i1ree-masted schooner Henry Wadding- 
ton, Captain Megee, from Havana, had a 
similar experience on April 30th. when in lati- 
tude thirty-one degrees and twelve minutes, 
longitude seventy-eight degrees and forty-five 
minutes. The weather was squally with oc- 
casional thunder and lightning. Toward nocn 
five tremendous waterspouts loomed up in 
the west, all pursuing the same course, due 
cast, directly in the line with the schooner. 
The weather being squally, the schooner was 
close-reefed, but by good handling she was got 
out of the way of all but one spout. 

This one seemed to be heading directly for 
the ship’s stern, and Captain Megee rushed 
down into hiscabin, got his gun, and fired 
several shots into it as it appreached. 

‘*T had read this would break the force of a 
waterspout,”’ said Captain Megee_ yesterday, 
‘“‘but it had no effect on it whatever.’ 

The spout passed clear of the vessel, but had 
it struck her no one would ever have lived to 
tell the tale. 

The Gertrude Abbott. from Havana, also 
passed a number of waterspouts. 


PEOPLE LEFT HOMELESS 


By the Tornado in Akron, 0O.—Seventy-five 
Buildings Destroyed. 

PrttseurG, Pa., May 11.—A_ special from 
Akron,’O., says: Darkness set in so quickly 
after the tornado that tore through the south- 
ern part of the city Saturday evening that not 
half an idea could be gotten of the fierceness 
or extent of the terrible storm. Today has 
been so calm and sunshiny that even the peo- 
ple who stood about the wrecked houses 
scarcely realized that the elements could ever 
work themselves into such a fury. 

Professor Egbert, of Buchtel college, who 
was out in the storm, calculated that it was 
travelirig at the rate of four miles a minute, so 
that its track of about a mile and a half 
through this city was traversedin abcut twenty 
seconds. It moved in almost a straight line 
through a well settled part of the city, and 
searcely 2 foot of the mile and a half but is 
strewn with splintered houses, timbers, bioken 
furniture, uprooted trees and leveled barns 
and outhouses. 

During a ‘trip over the storm path, 
nineteen dwellings were counted that are 
either ripped into kindling wood, or so badly 
wrecked that they cannot be occupied. 
Seventy-five persons in all are out of house 
and home, being sheltered by friends. Seventy- 
five buildings, including residences and barns 
and outhouses were damaged by the wind, and 
not one escaped. that was in adirect line of the 
tornads. Uprooted trees are counted by the 
scores. Many that were blown down or cut 
off are from one to twoin diameter, but those 
that resisted the winds are ina dangerons 
condition, and many will have to be torn 
down. Outhouses in some cases were trans- 
planted from fifty to one hundred feet and set 


down in neighboring yards.

A KANSAS CYCLONE. 


Great Destructiveness to Life and Property 
Reported. 

Frepontis, Kan., May 11.—Meagre reports 
have been received of the cyclone of much de- 
structiveness as to life and property. The 
storm originated in the western part of Wilson 
county and bore almost directly eastward, 
passing through Prairie, Guilford and Pleas- 
ant Valley townships, but did not cause serious 
damage until it reached the last named town- 
ship. Then its force and violence were most 
disastrous,a funnel-shaped cloud dipping down 
and whirling into fragments, houses, barns 
and other object that came within its scope. 
The farm residence and farm of Joseph Wiltz 
were torn to pieces, and Harvey Wiltz, aged 
16 years, who was on the farm, was instantly 
killed. The house of Frank Glidden, one mile 
east of Wiltz, was torn to pieces and Mrs. 
Glidden and infant child were killed by flying 
timbers. Mr.Glidden and a hired woman 
were seriously injured, the former dangerously. 
Other persons in the same vicinity, who were 
hurt, were Mrs. Sloat, Mrs. Peterson, Philip 
Starr, anda Mr. Wood. It is feared that the 
injuries of the woman named will prove fatal. 
Quite a number of houses were destroyed.

DROWNING OF A SHIPS CREW. 


The Signing «f the Samoan Treaty by King 
Malieto—Ti.e Great Interest Man- 
ifested in the Event. 


———-- 


San Francisco, Mey 11.—The Steamer 
Zelandia, which arrived here last night, brings 
particulars of the wreck of the Bark Emetic, 
owned in San Francisco, on the New Zealand 
coast, March 26th. The captain and seven 
men were drowned. 

First Mate Brownegg and ghree men were 
rescued by a tug. 


THE SAMOA TREATY. 

Steamer Zelandia arrived last night, and 
brings from Samoa the particulars of the 
treaty signed by King Malietoa and the A#mer- 
ican, British and German consuls on the 19th 
of last month. Great interest was manifested 
in the event, anda large number of natives, 
and nearly all the white population of Apia 
assembled around the house where the treaty 
was ratified. The king and three consuls 
gathered around a table in the king’s house, 
on which a copy of the treaty was placed. 
The certificate was read and translated, and 
then handed to Malietoa, who signed it. The 
three consuls then attached their signatures. 

Several days before the treaty was ratified 
the three consuls sent a letter to Malietoa; en- 
closing a copy of the treaty as adopted by the 
Berlin conference, and giving the following 
explanation: Ys 

‘This treaty will allow the people of Samoa 
to form a government under their own native 
king, strong enough to prevent further civil 
war and to keep the peace and good order in 
Samoa, the treaty offering every security 
for the future welfare of its people. The car- 
rying out of the provision will, it is true, create 
considerable expense, but it is not on the 
shoulders of the people of Samoa, it being on 
those of foreign residents of the island that the 
heavier part of these charges are laid. It will, 
therefore, be best for the Samoan people that 
this general act be asa whole assented to and 
accepted by the government of Samoa.”’ 


THREE FEET OF WATER. 


An Australian Flood Does Great Damage to 
the Town of Bourke. 

‘San FRANcIsco, May 11.—Advices from 
Sidney, per steamer Zelander, state that the 
greatest flood inj the h'story of Australia oc- 
curred April 18th at Bourke, on the rtver 
Dariing. The river brokd through the em- 
bankment, suirounding the town and sub- 
merged it to the depth of three feet. Bourke 
is now in the midst of an inland sea, forty 
miles wide, and many of the buildings are 
collapsing.

When all had been 
dipped under, and carried safely on shore, 
they united in a shout that could be heard for 
miles around. Afterthis the crowd repaired 
to the Baptist church, where Rey. Wilburn 
preached at noon, and set the entire congrega- 
tion in a wild uproar.

Afier shooting Odum, Mun- 
ger jumped from the car while it was going at 
full speed, and eseaped. Another negro, 
named Ed Daniels, is said to have aided in 
the assaulton Odum. When the firing oc- 
curred a panic ensued among 
the negroes in the cars, and 
several jumped off while the train was 
going at full speed. One frantic woman threw 
her child out of the car window, and then 
leaped through the window herself. Neither 
were hurt. After Odum was shot he seemed 
to become crazed, and went through the cars, 
crushing and knocking the people. He jerked 
a stick out of the hands of an old negro man 
and beat him severely over the head. 

TERROR ON THE TRAIN. 

This added new terror to the scene, and sev- 
eral negroes drew pistols.

Mr. Macune’s Address, 

Gentiemen of the Committee on Agriculture of 
the Senate of the United States: I address you in 
behalf of senate bill No. 2,806. This bill was intro- 
duced by Senator Vance, of North Carolina, by 

vest. it emanated from the National Farmers’ 
Alliance and Industrial Union, an organization of 
farmers now extending over twenty-eight states, 
and which-I have the honor to represent as chair- 
man of its national committee on legislation. 

The president of our organization, L. L. Polk, 
has already addressed you in behalf of this bill, 
and has, 1 think, shown conclusively that a de- 
pressed condition of agriculture does exist. I 
shall, therefore, consider this fact established, 
and briefiy review one of the principal causes of 
the depressed condition of agriculture for the 
purpose of showing the necessity that makes the 
adoption of the measures proposed by the bill in 
question imperative at this time. 

Much has of late been said and written as to the 
cause of the depressed condition of agriculture, 
and many efforts made to trace this deplorable con- 
dition to a single cause. Some of the arguments 
have been very ingenious and some absurd, but no 
effort to so simplify the question that all the ills 
could be attributed to one cause, and, therefore, 
relieved by a single remedy, have contained merit 
enough to gain anything hke a universal accepta- 
tion by the masses of the people. Re- 
— from other nations show that. the 

armers of America are not an exception, because 
the depressed condition of agriculture prevails in 
allithickly populated agricultural countries; in 
high tariff and low tariff countries ; in monarchies, 
‘empires and republics; in countries having a 
Single cold standard, a silver standard or a double 
Standard; in those of high taxes or low taxes; in 
those with i rge standing armies or small ones, 
large navies and merchant marine or the reverse. 
All alike must acknowledge a depressed condition 


-of agriculture in proportion as they are properly 


classed thickly-settled agricultural countries. 
This great fact is commonly citcd by writers on 
this subject as a premise for the conclusion that 
gBince it prevails everywhere the causes are general 
and must be attributed toa combination of the 
general conditions of material progress. Such 
conclusions, though commen, do no credit to 
modern research and discrimination. They show 
atendency to only accept such conclusions as 
point to the remedies most in accord with precon- 
ceived ideas, The true conclusion to be drawn 
from the admission that a general depressed con- 
dition of agriculture prevails as above stated, is 
that since it prevails everywhere in all thickly- 
‘Settied agricultural countries, in proportion 
asthey may properly be classed as such, it 
must depend in all countries upon like causes, 
and those causes are omnes of two kinds, 
one uniform conditions that prevail in all such 
countries alike,and the other local cond.tions that 
tend to augment the force of this general condi- 
tion as population increases and agricultural pur- 
suits predominate. The value and force of this 
conclusion is augmented by an examination of 
history, which will reveal the fact that this condi- 
tion has always prevailea in all civilized countries 
during the past two or three hundred years, strik- 
ing } rocef of which may be found in the conditions 
~Of France, Poland and Russia during that period. 
A proper conception of such conditions as pre- 
Vail with certainty in all thickly populated agri- 
‘cultural countries at all times would, no doubt, go 
far toward furnishing a key to the proper solution 
~of tliat problem. There may be several, but it is 
Only necessary at this time to refer to one, and 
that isa uniformcustom of having either a me- 
dium circulating as money composed of material 
having an intrinsic value practically equal to 
its exchangeable value, .or a redeemable 
Tepresentative of intrinsic value used as a ciren- 
lating medium. The basis of both has, with only 
afew exceptions, been gold and silver. It is not 
Now necessary to question the wisdom of making 
Money trom gold and silver or of issuing paper 
money redeemable in gold and silver. Such has 
been the custom, and it is certainly safe and con- 
Servative. The point of interest in this connec- 
tion is, that the gross production of these metals 
is limited, and taken for a term of years together, 
fhows great uniformity and stability; therefore, a 
‘circulating medium made from or based on these 
Metals must of necessity be stable and uniform. 
These qualities have often been advocated as de- 
Birable attributes of the circulating medium, 
and = so they would be if the 
‘wants and uses of a circulating 
Medium was at all seasons of the year stable and 
uniform, which they are not, and especially is it 
true that they are not in thickly populated agri- 
‘Cutural countries. The wants and uses for money 
are not uniform and stable throughout the year in 
an agricultural country because agriculture se- 
“cures the product of a whole year’s productive 
effort at one time, and at once demands money for 
it all, and in thickly populated agricultural coun- 
tries the surplus thus offered in exchange for 
Money is greater in proportion than in thinly 
populated, and consequently the augmented de- 
mand in such countries for the circulating medium 
is during a very short period of the year. It is 
‘different with manufacturing and  com- 
mercial pursuits; manufacturing usually 
tarns off as completed and ~ ready 
for market more or less every day or week, while 
those engaged in transportation and commerce— 
“except when they handis the products of agricult- 
Ure—make and complete their productive efforts 
‘Continuously throughout the year with no partic- 
ular preference to any one season. They there- 
fore, need a stable and uniform volume of this cir- 
‘Culating medium. If, then, a country be com- 
posed entirely of manufacturers and those en- 
aged in trade, transportation and commerce, a 
Stable volume would exactly suit their require- 
ments. On the other hand, should a thickly pop- 
ulated country be devoted entirely to agricultural 
Ursuits the fact that they would practically 
mand circulating medium for a_ whole 
year’s productive effort at one time, 
‘Would cause such a wide and sfudden 
Fange in the demand for money thata stable and 
inflexible volume of the circulating medium would 
utterly tail to meet the want, and in one season 
would be entirely too small, and in another rela- 
tively too large, and thereby have the effect of a 
Very unstable and fluctuating volume. There is 
no denying the proposition that a flactuating de- 
Mand must be accompanied by a corresponding 
etuating volume of the circulating meeiqun in

App'y these facts and considerations to the sit- 
Gation in this country today. It isa mixed coun- 
Fin its productive pursuits, largely agricuitural 
@nd fast becoming thickly populated in the south 
and west, principally manufacturing in the north 
and east, and commercial throughout. The entire 
&tive circulating medium is less than one billion 
dollars. If it be granted that this is sufficient for 
the transaction of the business of the country on 
the average, which is a more liberal admission 
than the facts will justify, it cannot be denied 
that the volume becomes extremely inadequate 
When, in addition to its regular and custoinary 
ties, it is called upon in the last three months 
of the year to handle—perhaps several 
times—not than four billion dol- 
ats) worth agricultural products, All 
litical economists agree that volume is a 1ela- 
ve term dependent on demand, and t fluctu- 
Ations in volume are accompanied by like fluctua- 
Sin price. That is to say, a volume of circu- 
lating medium, be it one or fifty billions, if it be 
Qivalent to the demand for its use, will be at- 
ded with prices for all commodities that will 
mcrease as such yolume becomes greater than the 
and,and will dec as such volume be- 
inadequate to 


and imperatively demands it, to meet 
matured obligationa, and creates aie de- 
mand for. money in excess of the ible 
supply and greatly in excess of the act supply 
which has been diminished by the manipulations 
of the exploiting class who desire by means of 
this scarcity to depress prices and purchase the 
products of agriculture for Aenea bi purposes, 
prices fall invariably, as is shown by the records 
and statistics. 

But this is not all. Not only does the sma}l and 
inflexible volume of money develop the “power of 
money to oppress” by an artificial scarcity in the 
face of a season of great demand, thereby reduc- 
ing the price of cultural products below the 
actual cost of production, and at the same time 
compel the farmer to accept its dictates; 
but as his products are consumed 
it oueneny becomes relatively superabundant, 
and during the season in which he is a “gga oar 
of commodities it raises general prices by virtue 
of the greater relation it bears to the demand. 
This shows conclusively that a stable and inflexi- 
ble volume, be it great or small, cuts against the 
farmer by depressing prices when he has his prod- 
uct; for sale, and augmenting prices in the spring 
when he buys supplies. 

The remedy to exactly meet this condition is 
found ina stable volume sufficient to meet the 
wants of the occupations having a stable demand 
for money, and a flexible volume which will truly 
adjust itself to the fluctuations in demand of 
those occupations having increasing demand at 
different seasons. All these Mdications are fully 
met in the bill under consideration. 

For convenience this bill may well be considered 


under two headings—one its agricultural featnres, ° 


and the other its financial features. 


AS an agricultural measure its provisions are pe- . 


culiarly ose ape to secure three extensive and im- 
portant kinds of economy; first, economy in large 
storage; secoud, economy in local freights; and 
third, economy in having the earnings in agricul- 
ture available, like other occupations, without 
having tomake sacrifices in price for the purpose 
of securing a portion of money, the purchasing 
power of which has been augmented by its scare- 
ity. The fact that there is great economy in large 
storage needs no special demonstration, as every 
one must know or realize that the actual cost of 
constructing a single house suitable for storing a 
million bushels o rain is much less than to 
build two hundred houses that woul!d hold five 
thousand bushels each, but the economy in the ac- 
tual cost of the buildings is not the only economy 
of large storage. There is a great saving in the 
quality of house, and it is a well-known 
fact that grain is much better housed and 
perserved in well-built and conducted elevators 
than in the ordinary farm granary. It is not only 
better preserved from the weather, but from leak- 
age and waste, and from rats and mice; nene of 
these causes produce any waste ina well-con- 
ducted elevator. Large storage also enables the 
application of machinery, which is attended with 
greater economy in handling, a very important 
item: of expense for such bulky products. Large 
storage also makes the entire product available 
at all times, in spite of bad roads and foul weather, 
and the reserve being always available has a ten- 
dency to prevent fluctuations and corners; a true 
economy of such great value as to be beyond es- 
timate. 

The fact that there would bea great economy in 
local freights, if the ware-house system 
provided for in this bill be established, 
is one easily understood. One of the great- 
est expenses now attending the trans- 
mission of the crop from producer to consumer, is 
that attending the concentration of large quanti- 
ties of farm products in the cities. To do this the 
product must pay local freights often equal toa 
through rate for many times the distance. These 
pay city prices for handling and rehandling, stor- 
age and insurance, which in the very nature of 
things must be comparatively high, and practical- 
ly all can be obviated by the county warehouse 
proposed in.this bill, because it entirely super- 
sedes the necessity for concentration in the cities. 
By means of the modern facilities for the quick 
transmission of intelligence and the rapid trans- 
portation of freight, the product is just as effect- 
nally upon the markets of the world in the 
large country town, with railroad and ~tel- 

r . . 
egraph, as it would be if stored in the 
largest city, and _ further, this © system 
accords more perfectly with the most modern de- 
velopment of, railway manipulation. Railways 
have combined in spite of a violent sentiment in 
opposition, and are still combining, and will con- 
tinue te combine on the irrefutable ground that 
by combining they can improve the servic@ and 
lessen the expense. This warehouse system pro- 

soses to make available to the people the true 
enefits that should flow from railway combina- 
tions, by utilizing these great systems in getting 
through rates of freight from all points to all the 
great markets of the world. Should this create a 
tendency to stop the growth of large cities, and 
be a corresponding stimulant to the small city and 
the large country town, it will be a very desirable 
state of affairs for a number of years, and will in 
the end provide a better foundation for the 
greater growth of the large cities. 
Another economy that will tlow from 
saving the expense now incurred for local 
freights is, the product 1s held in its home county 
till] demanded for actual consumption ; it is, there- 
fore, always ready for any route, and an excess is 
never shipped out asaresuit of the demand for 
money, which before the next crop is made must 
be replaced by shipments back to make up the de- 
ficiency. These are all true é¢conomies that cer- 
tainly attend this measure, but by far the greatest 
economy attending the agricultural feature of the 
measure is the provision whereby the product as 
soon as prepared for market is made available as 
capital to meet obligations and supply” wants, 
without being subject toa forced sale regardless 
of price. Itis made available in this bill by pro- 
viding that the government shall take possession 
of it for the producer and preserve it,as it now 
does whiskey for the whisky men, until de- 
manded for consumption, and that when the gov- 
ernment takes possession of this, the most po- 
tential form of value, because life demands it all 
for consumption every year, it shall issue against 
it up to eighty per cent of its local value treasury 
notes, which are an obligation to pay on the part 
of the government equal to the value it holds in 
storage. Thisis certainly not lending money on 
the part of the government, because its outstand- 
ing notes are a liability, not an asset. The pm 
ducer, by having eighty per cent of his product 
available in the shape of money, will be enabled 
to supply his wants by cash purchases, at great 
saving compared to credit purchases, and will not 
be compelled to sell his product before the prices 
are satisfactory. Instead, therefore, of being 
compelled by the “power of money to oppress” 
to sacrifice the products of his whole 
year’s labor at a season in which prices 
are by the same power crowded 
down tothe very lowest, he, by his independence 
of the a of money to oppress, could not be 
compelled to sell at one time, and his own inter- 
est would soon impel him to sell regular! 
throughout the year about one-twelfth each 
month. Undersuch conditions, nothing would 
interfere with the well-established principles of 
the reguiation of price by demand. A corner in 
these agricultural products would be as great an 
impossibility as Leon Say or John Stuart Mill 
aftirmed it to be,and for the same reasons. De- 
mand created by those seeking to purchase any 
considerable portion of the crop would be free to 
its natural tendency to augment price, whereas 
the lever by which corners are under present con- 
ditions secured is, the inflexible volume of money 
is reduced by hoarding large sums atthe season and 
in the face of the great, sudden and imperative 
demand of agriculture for money, and the ‘power 
of money to oppress” by its comparative scarcity 
is applied to depress prices, which it does in spite 
of this tendency of artificial demand to raise prices, 
and the facts are that the farmer parts w:th his 
produce, not to a man who desires it for consump- 
tion as one would naturally suppose, but to a spec- 
ulator, the implied understanding with whom is 
that the farmer wants money worse than the spec- 
ulator wants produce, and, therefore, sacriiices in 
yrrice must be made by the farmer. With the 
backbone of this monster of oppression broken, a 
money corner would not be always available as 
now to act as a basis for pools, trusts and corners 
in agricultural products, and the farmer would 
realize for his produce all that the consumer pays 
for the same, less the necessary expense of hand- 
ling and transportation. ; 

The financial! features and effect of this bill are 
positive and far-reaching, and therefore demand 
the most careful attention and study. For this 
purpose it will be convenient to divide it into four 
sub-heads: First, safe; second, conservative; third, 
flexibic, and fourth, desirable. 

It is safe, because all the products against which 
it is proposed to issue treasury notes are demanded 
every year for consumption. This is conclusively 
proven by the fact that there is no surpins of 
either. None of them are perishable or liable in 
any way to deteriorate during the time provided 
for holding them, but if they occasionally should, 
the bill is still sate, because it provides for the re- 
jection of any product not in good condition, and 
further provides for the coilection by_ the govern- 
ment ot a fee for imsurance, and this will be 
made to fully compensate for all losses It 
is safe, because the consumption of these 
products does not depend on any contingency ; 
life iteelf demands thein, and guarantees that the 
treasury notes will be returned to the treasury, 
and the entire product consumed every year. It 
is safe again because no invention or discovery 
can possibly obviate the necessity for the con- 
sumption of these products or cheapen their pro- 
duction so as to depress oe below the margin 
allowed of 20 per cent. In fact, there is no way to 


gainsay the proposition that the provisions of | 


this bill would’be such a stimulant to agricu!tural 
production that its influence would be feltin ail 
egitimate branches of productive effort, thereby 
guaranteeing a steady advance in gen- 
eral prices for a number of = years. 
It is safe, because there is no _ possible 
chance for loss to the government or eyil effect 
upou any productive or useful industry of the 
country. It is conservative, because while it pro- 
vides for an increase in the actual volume of 
money in circulation ata Season of the year when 
it is necessary to meet a greatly augmented de- 
mand for moncy, it at the same time provides for 
theretirement of such increase as the necessity 
for its use ceases to exist. It does not, therefore, 
increase the relative volume of the circulatin 

medium, and is, therefore, in no sense of the wor

In the first column of figures the 
the crop marketed is stated iu decimals. The 
rross crop fer the year is reduced to pounds, al- 
owing 500 pounds to the bale; and multiplied by 
9 cents as the average local price, which gives 
gross price of total crop as $312,251,409. This 
amount is divided out in the second column of 
figures to the different months, exactly according 
to the amount marketed. The third column of 
figures represents the consumption of the total 
crop in twelve months, one-twelfth each month, 
and shows opposite each month the local value of 
the gross amount of that year’s crop consumed at 
the close of that month. The third column 
of figures is made by subtracting the 
value of the gross amount consumed at 
the closé of each month from the value of 
the gross amount marketed at that date. For ex- 
ample, the value of the amounts marketed in Sep- 
tember, October, November and December are all 
added together, showing the gross value of the 
product marketed up to December 31 to be $203,- 
900,164.20. Of this amount in four months, the 
value of actual consumption has been $104,082,800, 
leaving a net product to the value of $99,816,364.20 
for deposit in the warehouses at the close of that 
month, provided every cotton producer in the 
whole country availed himself of the provisions of 
this bill, On the 3ist of August the value of the 
gross product and the value of the gross 
amount consumed are an exact balance, conse- 
quently there would be nothing on deposit ac- 
cording to these estimates. The atest amount 
atany onetime on deposit in the government 
warehouses, had this plan been_in operation last 
year, would have been in February, and would 

ave been of the value of $115,220,766.60, and had 
eighty per cent of the value of same been repre- 
sented by treasury notes the actual volume of the 
circulating medium would have been increased 
for a short time $92,176,613.28. Taking these fig- 
ures in regard tothe cotton crop as a sample of 
the operations of this bill it is easy to estimate 
the probable amount of the transactions in the 
other products. These figures will be found 
in every case very liberal and = cai- 
culated to understate rather than to 
overstate the side of the affirmative in this ques- 
tion; nevertheless they show with great force that 
the measure is very conservative, and that the 
measure will be attended with no inflation what- 
ever; in fact, they lead to the conclusion that the 
present circulating medium would not be more 
than doubled and that only for about a month at 
atime, when the products of agriculture de- 
manded extroordinary investments. Now while 
itis trne that the products of agriculture are 
equal to four or five times the actual volume of 
money in circulation they will not require an ad- 
dition of the volume to that extent, because a de- 
mand for money quickens the speed of circulation, 
which in a partial degree compensates for lack of 
volume, pot a doubled volume is a safe anda con- 
scrvative estimate of the addition required to do 
a quadruple business in the time allowed. 

The financial features of this bill are conserva- 
tive because they in. no way oppose or interfere 
with the present financial system of government 
or the national banking system. It is taken for 
granted that the daily and weekly business of the 
country needs all the money now in circulation by 
the government and by the national banks, and 
verhaps more of the same kind, or any good, safe 
Kind. It is conservative again because, as a finan- 
cial measure, it involves only the same principles 
now in force in the national banking system, the 
only difference being one of detail and not one of 
principle, and that is instead of depositing bonds, 
which are nothing but an evidence of indebted- 
ness, and are, therefore, a promise to pay va'ue. 
This bill prevides that the value itself, in the 
shape of a consumable product, shall be deposited 
as a basis on which to issue treasury notes.

There is an element of conservatism, 
stability and certainty of security and solv- 
ency that does not attend the _ present 
system. It is conservative because it 
will bea cheaper basis on which to issue.the treas- 
ury notes than the bonds are, for the reason that 
the government pays interest at not less than 3 
per cent on the bonds, while the agricultural de- 
posits would ask no interest, and would more than 
pay ail the expenses incurred, besides becoming 
in time a valuable source of revenue. In this con- 
nection the following table shows the number 
of warehouses or elevators each state would be 
entitled to under the provision of this bill, pro- 
vided every county should avail itself of the plan. 
It does not follow that this will always be the case, 
but it will, no doubt, be the rule. The census of 
1880 furnishes the data available for an estimate 
on this question. The decline in prices since that 
year fully meets the increase in production, ex- 
cept in the newer states. Though in many 
senses incomplete, no better data are at 
hand. A rough estimate only can be made, but 
that given below is probably correct in the 
main:

Of this number about 373 would be warehouses 
for the storage ef cotton or tobacco, and 444 ele- 
vators for the storage of wheat, corn and oats, and 
as there is never atone time subject to storage 
much over three hundred million bushels of these 
grains, the average capacity of elevators would be 
about 750,000 bushels. The most liberal estimates 
for the construction of elevators of that size do 
not exceed $20,000 each, or an aggregate of $8,830,- 
000. The warehouses necessary for storing cotton 
and tobacco can be built ata much less cost, but 
counting them at the same price the 373 ware- 
houses would cost $7,460,000, and this very liberal 
estimate of the cost of construction of ail the 
ware-houses and elevators possible under this law 
would only be $16,340,000. Of course this estimate 
is only designed to be an approximation, and as 
such is fair and reasonable. 

The building of these substantial and nseful 
buildings in the smaller cities and county towns 
of the rural districts will do much to encourage 
and develop growth and enterprise, and be_the 
means of establishing home manufacturing enter- 
prises, thereby operating as a check upon the de- 
plorable tendency toward the ru nously expensive 
system of concentrating everything in the cities. 
Encourage the growth of one good manufacturing 
town in each county, and much will be gained 
toward rendering farming prosperous. For ex- 
ample, there are not half as many flouring mills 
scattered through the farming districts of the 
country as there were twenty years ago. Then 
the farmer usually carried grain’ to the mill, and 
flour and bran back; but now the rule is to sell 
his wheat and buy patent fiour. The great 
milling corporations have crowded the 
smali miller to the wall because 
they were able to buy a year’s supply of wheat at 
a time when the market was lowest, and since he 
is crowded out the farmer is compelled to pay 
freight on both his wheat and flour. With the 
wheat at home until demanded by consumption, 
there would be no such advantage tothe capital- 
ist. - 

Acain, it is conservative as presented in this 
bill, because it is limited to only five of the lead- 
ing articles of agricultural production.

It 
has usually n upon detail not provided in the 
bill, or upon a misconception of its provisions or 
workings. A fair sample of the criticism indulged 
in is the published attack of Representative Oates, 
of Alabama, in which he proves and aes 
nothing but his complete ignorance of the bill and 
the laws of this cou , and shows a remarkable 
amount of blind prejadice. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, from the considera- 
tions herein set forth it is fair and conservative to 
say that the pas of this bill would injure no 

or legitimate business  inter- 
this country, and that 
it would with great certainty place the agricul. 
tural interests of the whole United States upon a 
safe, satisfactory and prosperous basis. It would 
add to the impertance of home transactions and 
home industries in the rural districts, thereby in- 
creasing the growth and gee gh of the country 
towns, and only call upon the large cities to be 
content with a loos rapid growth until the devel- 
opment of the country should provide a better 
foundation for their permanent growth. It would 
relieve productive effort from “the power 
of money to oppress,” which is today 
the @most potent influence tendin to- 
ward the concentration of wealth in_ the 
hands of a few, which in turn is the greatest 
menace to the stability of American institutions. 
Money, stripped of its ‘‘power to oppress,’’ would 
no longer be hoarded away from legitimate pro- 
ductive effort, that it might secure the greater 
gains that flow to such doubtful methods, but 
would seek investment in prodactive enterprises, 
and, as the freebooter when he finds: robbing no 
longer practicable, goes to work and becomes a 
useful citizen, 80 money, when production be- 
came its most profitable channel, would join labor 
as its true wo gig for the purpose of blessing 
mankind with all the happiness that can by 
honest effort be secured from the great store-house 
that a benign and wise providence has provided 
in nature.

. ORDINANCE—TO REQUIRE FIRE ES- 
capes on certain buildings for the safety and 
protection of human life: 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and General Coun- 
cil of the City of Atlanta, and it is hereby or- 
dained by authority of the same, that it being 
gta for the safety and,protection of human 

ife. 

Section first: Thatall buildings in said city 
three stories or more in height, not including 
basements, used asa factory, workshop, lodge- 
room, hotel, boarding-house, public hall, or 
sleeping place or apartment, shall have thereon 
a suitable substantial inside or outside fire-es- 
cape, of such character and material as may be 
required by the mayor and general council of said 
city. The character and material of such escape 
shall have reference to the location and surround- 
ings of each building, and also whether said 
escapes shall be located on the front, rear or side 
of any building, or on the inside or outside, and 
as to whether the portion of any building on which 
fire-escapes are to be placed fronts on a public 
strect or alley, or otherwise. All fire-eseapes, how- 
ever, shall be of sufficient strength, and occupy 
such position, and be connected with such plat- 
form or landing, or otherwise, as to be safe and 
practicable of use on occasions when such use 
may be necessary. 

Section Second: The chief or acting chief of 
the fire department, together with the building 
inspectors, shall, on or befere the first day of 
July, 1890, report m writing to the mayor and 
general council, designating the buildings in 
said city subject to have fire-escapes piaced 
thereon, in accordance with the foregoing sec- 
tion of this ordinance, and shall also in said 
report indicate where said escape or es- 
capes should be placed or located, 
on which part or side of the building,and whether 
inside or outside, or cither, together with the 
character and material suitable and proper for the 
escapes to be placed on each building, the manner 
or position in which they should be placed, the 
platforms, landings, supports, etc., necessary or 
proper to be connected with such escape or 
escapes, as to each building aforesaid. »The report 
80 made shall be subject to the approvalor change 
of the mayor and general council. 

Section third: When the mayor and general 
council shall have required fire-escapes to be 
placed on any building, of the character and 
material deemed by them requisite as aforesaid, 
then it shall be the duty of the ownerof any 
such building, within ninety days after service 
of notice, to sause to be placedon said building 
fire-escapes such as the mayor and general council 
shall have required. Said notice shall be served 
by the chief or acting chief of the fire department 
on the owner, agent, or tenantin possession of 
any such building. Should any owner, agent, or 
tenant in possession of any such building notified 
as aforesaid fail within the time specified in said 
notice, to have fire-escapes placed on any buildin 
as provided by the action of the mayor and genera 
council, he or she shal! be subject to fine of not ex- 
ceeding $100 and cost,and tobe imprisoned not 
exceeding thirty days, either or both in the discre- 
tion of the court, and for each month thereafter, 
until said notice and order shall be complied with, 
such owner, agent, or tenantin possession shall 
be subject to the same penalty as aforesaid. 

In case a firm, company or corporation shall be 
the owner of any such building as aforesaid, the 
foregoing notice shall be served on any member 
or agent of the firm or company, and on the chief 
officer of such corporation who is in the city, or 
on the agent or tenant in possession of the prem- 
ises, and in such case any agent or member of the 
firm or company, and the president, acting pres- 
ident, secretary, and directors and —— 0 y 
such corporation shali {be subject to the penalty 
provided by this ordinance in cases of failure to 
comply with any order and notice as to placing 
fire-cscapes or as to repairing fire-escapes. 

Section Fourth: After fire-esca Sore been 
placed on any building as aforesaid,in compliance 
with the terms of this ordinance, and the same 
shall become unsafe or in need of change or repair, 
in order to make the same safe, the chief or acting 
chief of the fire department shall serve notice as 
aforesaid to make such change within ten days, 
and{ in case of failure of any owner to have such 
change cr repairs made within the time, and as 
required by the notice, he shall for such failure be 
su ee ae same. penalty as provided in this 
ordinance for failure to place fire-escapes in the 
first instance. 

Section Fifth: All ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict with the foregoing ordinance 
are hereby repealed,

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The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement, says 
that for the week ending this evening 
the total receipts have reached 16,408 bales, 
against 16,586 bales last week and 19,330 
bales the previous week, making the total 
receipts since the Ist of September, 1889, 
5,717,377 bales, against 5,439,581 bales for 
the same period of 1888-9, showing an in- 
crease since September 1, 1889, of 277,796 
bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
20,563 bales, of which 11,973 were to Great 
Britaia, 1,152 to France and 7,438 to the rest 
of thé continent. The total sales for for- 
ward delivery for the week are 282,200 bales. 
For immediate delivery the total sales foot 
up 7,046 bales, including 4,500 for export 
and 2,456 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 99,000 bales. There has been an increase 
in the cotton in sight of 155,383 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1889, an in- 
crease of 103,647 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1888 and a decrease of 
$5,624 bales as compared. with 1887. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1889, are 5,763,838 bales; 
in 1888-89 were 5,480,651 bales; in 1887-88 
were 5,413,333 bales. Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 16,480 
bales, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was only 6,445 bales, the balance being 
taken from the stocks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
for the same week were 9,638 bales and for 
1888 they were 9,010 bales. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 9,190 bales, and are tonight 
4,310 bales more than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 2.782 bales more than the same week 
last year, and since September Ist the-re- 
ceipts at all the towns are 20,581 bales more 
than for the same time in 1888-89. 

The increase in amount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 285,061 bales, the 
excess as compared with 1887-88 is 358,176 
bales and the gain over 1886-87 reaches 
789,893 bales, 

The Chronicle says that the speculation in 
cotton for future delivery at New York 
opened the week under review with a _har- 
dening tendency, making, in the course of 
Saturday and Monday, a small advance, 
‘with sales for May and July at 12 cents, the 
highest figure for the season and in many 
years. The advance was due mainly to 
local manipulation, though it had some sup- 
porting influences. 

But on Tuesday there was a considerable 
decline, which was ascribed in some degree 
to the dullness of spot cotton here and at 
Liverpool, though the postponement of ac- 
tion upon the silver bill before congress was 
a potent element of weakness. Weather re- 
ports were somewhat contradictory, but 
generally fairly favorable, and this checked 
buying of the next crop. 

On Thursday, with Liverpool reporting an 
easier opening, prices were nevertheless 
pretty well supported, complete confidence 
being felt that congress will pass a silver 
bill at the present session. 

Friday, with a decided .improvement in 
Liverpool, there was only a slight advance 
here and the close was dull, 

The Chronicle’s weather telegrams indi- 
cate that in portions of the gulf states and 
the southwest the rainfall *has been rather 
heavy, interrupting farm work. Some bot- 
tom lands in Texas, along the Trinity and 
Brazos rivers, have been overflowed. The 
Mississippi river is falling rapidly. Cotton 
is developing well, but in some sections 


growth has been retarded by cool weather.

A Confederate Holiday. 

The unveiling of the Lee monument at 
Richmond; on the 29th inst., will cause the 
streets of the historic capital to be thronged 
with more confederate veterans than have 
been seen there since Appomattox. 

The Virginians are growing more enthus- 
jastic every day, and when the occasion ar- 
rives they will have a programme worthy of 
it. Among other features of the day will be 
a number of bands playing exclusively the 
music played by the confederate bands during 
the war. This old music was beautiful to 
the ragged heroes who followed it, and they 
will be glad to hear it again. 

In the matter of flags there has been some 
difference of opinion. The sight of a minia- 
ture confederate banner has the same _ effect 
upon some of the partisans of the north that 
ared flag has upon a bull. But are the 
southern people under any obligation to re- 
spect this prejudice? The Richmond Dispatch 
thinks not. It says: 

Our ideas of the proprieties of life are moulded 
in great degree by the atmosphere in which we 
move. Soitis not altogether surprising that at 
their recent meeting the confederate veterans of 
New York decided not to carry at the monumental 
unveiling a historic confederate flag which had 
been proffered them. Now this isall right. If 
these gentiemen, or any others who come, think it 

mot proper tocarrya confederate flag, why of 
course let them use their own taste and judgment 
in the matter. But theirs will not be taken as a 
proper standard of action by hundreds of organ - 
izations that will swell the grand procession here 
on the 29th instant. On that day a statue to one 
of the loftiest types of American valor is to be un- 
veiled. There will be a great gathering of the men 
who twenty-five years ago wore the gcray—loyal 
and patriotic citizens of this grand and happily re- 
mnited country. The city will bein gala attire: 
thousands upon thousands of our national flags 
will intertwine with the ‘Conquered Banner” to 
tend the beanty of their varied colors to the festive 
decorations and give a proper significance to the 
chsracter of this peaceful demonstration. Enter- 
prising factories at the north bave long since been 
turning out battle-flags of the dead confederacy 
in great numbers, from whichto reap a harvest 
and aheady the peddier is on our streets ven 
occasion? It is not 
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the admiration of generations to come. 

It would be difficult for a reasonable man 
to find fault-with this. The war ended near- 
ly a generation ago, The issues of the strug- 
gle are dead. The southern people are loyal 
tothe union. What obligation can be made 
to their oceasional tributes to a cause which 
they believed to be right? 

Down this way we have had our confeder- 
ate days, and without pausing for a moment 
to think of unfriendly criticisms, we have 
made the air ring with ‘‘Dixie,’’ while our 
famous generals have received an ovation 
from thousands of ex-confederates, some of 
whom have displayed the conquered banner. 
These little demonstrations did not precipi- 
tate a revolution, and they never will. On 
the cofitrary, the men and women who par- 
ticipated in them felt more contented with 
the situation. 

If ‘the people of Richmond feel] like airing 
the confederate flag when they unveil Lee’s 
statue, let them doit. They will not en- 
danger the union, and the stars and stripes 
will still wave over us all. 


The Alliance and Democracy. 

Grover Cleveland’s latest utterance 
worthy of the leader of the democracy. 

His review of the principles of the Far- 
mers’ alliance is at once trenchant and -in- 
spiring. He stamps them as being essen- 
tially democratic, and welcomes the great 
army of agriculturists into the fight which is 
the heritage of the democratic party. 

Democracy springs fromthe people. It 
represents, in its last analysis, the man be- 
tween plow-handles, whether the field he fur- 
rows borders on the great lakes, or is laved by 
the waters of the gulf. The farmers of the 
United States, blinded aud misled by tricky 
politicians, are awaking to their rights, the 
protection of their homes and the happiness 
of their children. This determination finds 
expression in rural organizations, in which 
the masses protest against the classes, 

It is democracy under another name. 

The great heart of the people is aroused, 
and, touched by the magic of Cleveland’s 
words, is strengthened for the battle of 
1892, 


Special Premiums “at the Exposition. 

A number of gentlemen, interested in the 
growth and development of Atlanta, and in 
the success of Atlanta’s great exposition, 
have already made offer of special premiums 
in addition to the liberal list already offered 
by the exposition company, and the fact has 
been duly announced. No doubt, there are 
other gentlemen and business firms that 
propose to add tothe list of special pre- 
miums, and it isto be hoped that al) such 
will promptly announce their intention, in 
order that exhibitors may take advantage of 
the fact. 

The policy of offering special premjums is 
in every respect a commendable one, and it 
has been pursued on various occasions and 
in various places with considerable success. 
It adds largely to the ordinary interest of 
competitive exhibitions, and gives astrength 
and flavor to such enterprises that they 
would not otherwise possess. 

The effect of sucha policy is manifold. It 
enhances the interest. felt ina fair; it at- 
tracts the attention of the public; it gives 
increased zest and enthusiasm to competi- 
tion; and it is in the nature of a substantial 
endorsement of the purposes of the exposi- 
tion. The narrowest view that can be taken 
of the matter is that the offer of a special 
premium is a form of advertising, but few 
forms of advertising are so far-reaching and 
beneficent. It is a method, too, that is dis- 
tinctly in the nature of a public enterprise, 
and this is a view of the matter that impresses 
itself on the public mind. The people do 
not forget manifestations of business enter- 
prise and energy which have even a remote 
tendency to promote the public good. 

These suggestions grow out of the sub- 
ject. What we intended today was, that it 
would be a good idea for those business men 
and firms that purpose to add special pre- 
miums to the list already offered by the 
exposition managers, to make the fact known 
now, so that exhibitors may make arrange- 
ments to compete for them. 

We may add, in passing, that the Pied- 
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that has ever taken place in the south. 


Editor Halstead Hears Rumors. 

Skimming around in the whirlpool like a 
hungry trout, Editor Halstead snaps at 
every fly that floats on the surface, and 
‘sometimes chokes himself with a midge. 
His latest catch, which is accompanied by a 
tremendous splash and splutter, is a hazy 
idea that there is trouble somewhere in the 
democratic party of Georgia. He remarks that 
there are symptoms here somewhat disquiet- 
ing and then he proceeds to digest: them. 

First, he says, ‘‘the farmers’ alliance is 
not in absolute harmony with the demo- 
cratic party, which simply is the creature of 
the other ruling caste in southern terri- 
tory.” This, to say the least, is hazy. As 
the farmers’ alliance happens to be the dem- 
ocratic party of Georgia, or, at least, the 
biggest end of it, it is not easy to see the 
symptoms to which Editor Halstead alludes, 
The alliancemen in Georgia are all demo- 
crats, and to say that they are not in har- 
mony with themselves, is to put the matter 
queerly. 

Proceeding to discuss the situation here, 
Editor Halstead remarks that ‘‘there is what 
amounts to a threat in Georgia that the far- 
mers’ alliance may take a hand in the elec- 
tion of members of congress this fall, that 
will not harmonize with the policy marked 
out by and for the democracy.”’ 

It is to be presumed that Editor Halstead 
is now dealing with the odorous remains of 
the vague charges that were made around 
Washington not long ago, to the effect that 
the alliance in the ‘south was making 
arrangements to desert the democratic party, 
provided the republicans adopted certain 
legislation advocated by leading alliance- 
men. Such rumors as this were circulated 
around the hotels of the capital awhile ago, 
but this utter absurdity was their most com- 
plete contradiction. 

Of one thing Editor Halstead may rest 
assured, nanfély: That there will be no seri- 
ous or permanent readjustment of parties in 
the south until the republican buries sec- 
tionalism by the roadside.

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HIE HAS A STATEMENT OF THE MER- 
CANTILE BANK’S ASSETS. 


Jt Was Tendered In Court Yesterday, but 
Will Not Be Read Until One Day This 
Week—Interesting News. 


J. R. Tolleson is ready to make a showing 
of the Mercantile Banking company’s assets. 

He tenlered his statement to Judge Mar- 
gha!l] J. Clarke Saturday. - 

But its reception was deferred by the court 
until some time this week, on motion of attor- 
neys for the prosecution. 

Saturday morning the case was called by 
Judge Clarke at chambers. 

Mr. Tolleson was present with his attorneys. 

It is probable that he will be released from 


Fulton county jail before another week passes, 
uniess something not now anticipated trans- 


ires. 
P The last phase of the case was the supreme 
court’s decree directing Judge Clarke to amend 
his order committing Mr. Tolleson to jail for 
contempt, so as to describe the assets demand- 
ed to be produced. 
This decree was rendered nearly a month 
, but its carrying out has been delayed. 
It was unexpectedly delayed again re 
Colonel N. J. Hammond opened the case by 
fntroducing the same papers originally intro- 
duced in the proceedings against the Mercan- 
tile Banking company to recover the claims of 
the Citizens’ National bank of Louisville. 
Judge Hopkins, representing Mr. Golleson, 
to cut the case short, asked the court for an 
intimation of what amount of assets his order 
would describe and demand to be produced or 
counted for. 
ae Clarke stated that he would not do 
this at that stage of the case, as he was 
unable te describe the assets until the 
claimants had been heard. He said, however, 
that in his own mind he had fixed the amount 
t about $25,000. 
Judge “Hopkins then proceeded with his 


statement. 
He said his client had a statement of the 


‘ assets prepared to submit, honestly and faith- 


fully, accounting for every cent in his control 
at the time of the failure. But such a showing 
as the court anticipated could not be made by 
the facts. : 

Judge Hopkins threw a bomb into the court 
when he referred ‘to two orders passed by 
Judge Clarke relating to the assets of the Mer- 
cantile Banking company. 

He stated that the records showed that the 
first order of January 26, 1889, committed 
Mr. Tolleson to jail for contempt because he 
refused to deliver over the assets of the Mer- 
cantile Banking company. 

He read a copy of the order, and asked the 
court if that was correct. 

Another order, Judge Hopkins said, was 

assed by the court on April 12th, 1890, direct- 
lee that J. R. Tolleson and others be restrained 
from delivering or transferring the assets until 
directed to do so by the court. 

In this, Judge Hopkins said, his client had 
first been ordered to do one thing and then 
ordered again to do directly the opposite. 

The order of April 26, 1890, related to the 
six thousand and some hundred dollars depos- 
ited in the James bank, on certificate, in the 
name of H. L. Underwood. 

Judge Hopkins said Mr. Tolleson was pre- 
pared to show what had become of everything, 
and on that ground he moved for his dis- 
charge. 

He said his client had been confined in jail 
sixteen months, that he was prepared with af- 
fidavits to show that his family wasin desti- 
tute circumstances, having been  sus- 
tained at the expense of relatives for 
some months past, and thatin complying with 
the court’s first order, as he was prepared then 
and there to do, he sought to be discharged. 

Judge Clarke said ho was not ready to re- 
reive Mr. Tolleson’s statement, and on request 
by the plaintiffs for further time, the final 
bearing went over to sometime this week. 

Colonel Hammond explained that he was 
not prepared to meet a showing from Mr. Tol- 
Jeson, and wanted time for consideration. 

Mr. To!!eson says he is prepared to account 
for $72,000, paid out by the Mercantile Bank- 
ing company during the month of January, 
1880. His attorneys have scoured the couniry 
anil will introduce alot of canceled checks 
ani other papers as indisputable evidence that 
the funds were applied as he claims in his 
s.2tement. i 

‘The money charged to have been collected 
at the time of the failure of the Mercantile 
bank is put at $44,000, which covers the 
claims of all the plaintiffs in the litigation. 

Mr. Tolleson says his statement will show 
up $54,000, which he will account for. : 

Colonel N. J. Hammond and Fulton Colville 
represent the Citizens’ National bank, of Lou- 
isville, Ky., whose claim is $16,000,and also 
the Fourth National bank of Louisville, with 
a claim of $2,900. 

Abbott & Smith, representing the People’s 
Savings bank, of Mobile, have a claim on the 
assets of $780, and $1,800 fer the Prairie State 
National bank, of Chicago. 

Jackson & Jackson represents the First 
National bank of Little Reek, whose claim is 
$4,799.74. 

This gives the distribution of the various 
Claims On the Mercantile Banking company. 

Just where it all went to will be shown to 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke this week. 

Judge Clarke said yesterday that he would 
amend his order describing the assets in due 
time. 

This will probably be when the attorneys 
for the different claimants confer and con- 


-solidate their interests.

They were 
in possession of that -magnificent country 
lying all around Chattanooga and north 
Georgia, and when the edict went forth for 
them to assemble, and be transported toa 


rant, they naturally refused to come im and 

be shipped. So the volunteers were called out 

“ run them in, and I went along to help 
o it. 

‘‘We expected to fight when. we went, but 
so far as I know, there was but one fight dur- 
ing the whole war, and that was a personal 
encounter between an old Indian and‘a young 
recruit. This old savage had made up his 
mind to stay, and when the young volunteer 
attempted to change his mind by force, he hit 
the young fellow in the nose with his fist, and 
drew the first and only blood that was shed. 

“After we had brought in most of them, the 
stragglers came in of theirown accord, and all 
we had to do then was to take them to Rosser’s 
landing, on the Tennessee river, and put them 
on boats bound for the Indian territory. The 
city of Chattanooga is now situated on the spot 
where we put them on the boats to be taken to 
their new home, which is one of the grandest 
countries in the world. 

“But there were some who could not forget 
their oldhome. There love for it was too deep 
to be soon effaced, and to this day the tribe is 
divided into two factions—one the party who 
tried to cling to their: Georgia home, and the 
other those who wished to go.’’ 

“When were you last in Atlanta?’ Mr. 
Rhodes was asked. 

‘Just after the war,’’ replied the old man. 
“I first came here as a carpenter in 1844, and 
worked on the old Atlanta tavern, which was 
kept by old Joe Thompson. When I left in 
1856, there was a pretty good sized town here. 
Then I came back for a short while just after 
the war, but soon left for Texas, where Ihave 
been ever since. Texas is a great state, but 
i’ts not like Georgia.”’ 

**Have you found many of your old friends 
since your return ?”’ 

“Well, I have found several of them. 
There’s Billy Mims. He used to go to schoo] 
with conf children, and now his head is whiter 
than mine. Why, I never would have known 
him in the world. And then, there is I. 
Mitchell. I used to know him and Major 
Whitner and several others. I don’t find 
many things to remind me of old times, though. 
There have been many changes, and all the 
old landmarks are pretty well wiped out.” 

Mr. Rhodes expects to stay in Atianta fora 
short while, and will then return to Texas. 
Though he was net wounded in the Cherokee 
war, he still hopes to get his pension on the 
plea of old age. He is afraid that he will have 
some troubie in proving that he was in the war, 
as all those with whom he went out in 1837 
are dead. 

Though he has been away from Georgia for 
a long time, he still keeps posted on Georgia 
affairs, and reads THE CONSTITUTION 
regularly. Once a week it takes to him all the 
news of his old home, and keeps green in his 
mind his love for his native state.

THE ASCENSION 


IN THE TABERNACLE PULPIT YES- 
TERDAY. 


Rev. Dr. T. DeWitt Talmadge Preaches; on 
the Ascension of Our Lord From the 
Mount of Olives. 


BRooxtyn, May 11.—{Special.]—A fter read- 
ing appropriate passages of Scripture, and the 
usual prayers and musical exercises, Dr. Tal- 
mage preached the following sermon, in the 
Academy of Music, this morning, from the 
words, “Lift up your heads, O ye gates; and 
be ye lifted up, ye everlasting doors; and the 
King of Glory shall come in.”’ Psa. 24: 7. 

In olden times when a great conqueror re- 
turned from victorious war, the people in wild 
transport would take hold of the gates of the 
city and lift them from their hinges, as much 
astosay: ‘‘This city needs no more gates to 
defend it since this conqueror has got home. 
Off from the hinges with the gates!’’ David, 
who was the poet of poets, foretells in his own 
way the triumphal entrance of Christ into 
heaven, after His victory over sin and death 
and hell. It was asif the celestial inhabitants 
had said: ‘Here He comes! Make way for 
him! Push back the boltsof diamond! Take 
hold of the doors of pearl and hoist them from 
their hinges of gold! Lift up your 
heads, O ye gates; and be ye _ lifted 
up, ye everlasting doors; and thé King of 


Glory shall come in.” 

Among the mountains of Palestine no one is 
more uplifting than Mount Olivet. It was the 
peroration of our Lord’s ministry. On the roof 
of a house in Jerusalem I asked, ‘‘Which is 
Olivet?” and the first glance transfixed me. 
But how shal! I describe my emotions, when, 
near the close of a journey, in which we had 
for two nights encamped amid the shattered 
masonry of old Jericho, and tasted of the acrid 
waters of the Dead sea, that crystal sar- 
cophagus of the buried cities of the plain, and 
waded down into the deep and swift Jordan 
to baptize a man, and visited the ruins of the 
house of Mary and Martha and Lazarus, we 
found ourselves in stirrups and on a_ horse, 
lathered with the long and difficult way, 
ascending Mount Olivet. Oh, that solemn 
and suggestive ridge! It is a lime-stone hill,a 
mile in length, and three hundred feet high, 
and twenty-seven hundred fect above the level 
of the sea. Over it King David fled witha 
broken heart. Over it Pompey led his de- 
vastating hosts. Heré the famous Tenth 
Legion built their batteries in besiegement. 
The garden of Gethsemane weeps at the foot 
ofit. Along the base of this hill flashed the 
lanterns and torches of those who came to 
arrest Jesus. From the trees on this hill the 
boughs were torn off and thrown into the path 
of Christ’s triumphal procession. Up and 
down that road Jesus had walked twice a day 
from Bethany to Jerusalem, and from Jeru- 
salem to Bethany. There, again and again, 
He had taught His deciples. Half way up 
this mount He uttered His lamentation, ‘‘O 
Jerusalem, Jerusalem!’’ From its heights 
Jesus took flight homeward when He had 
finished His earthly mission. There is noth- 
ing more for him to do. A sacrifice was 
needed to make peace between the recreant 
earth and the outraged heaven, and He had 
offered it. Death needed to be conquered, an 1 
He had put his resurrection foot upon it. The 
thirty-three years of voluntary exile had 
ended. The grandest, tenderest, mightiest 

good-bye ever heard mas now to be uttered. 
~~ On Mount Olivet Jesus stands ina group of 
Galilee fishermen. They had been together 
in many scenes of sadnesss and persecution 
and had been the more endeared by that 
brotherhood of suffering. They had expected 
Him to stay until the day of coronation when 
He would take the earthly throne and wavea 
sceptre mightier, and rule a dominion wider, 
than any Pharaoh, than any David, than any 
Cesar. But now all these anticipations col- 
lapse. Christ has given His last advice. He 
has offered his last sympathy. He has spoken 
His last word. His hands are spread apart as 
ore is apt todo when he prononnces a bene- 
diction, when suddenly the strongest and most 
stupendous law of all worlds isshattered. It 
is the law which, since the worlds were created, 
holds them together. It is the law which holds 
everything to the earth or, temporarily 
hurled from earth, returns it; the law which 
keeps the planets whirling around our sun, and 
our solar system whirling around other systems, 
and all the systems whirling around the throne 
of God—the law of gravitation. That law is 
suspended, or relaxed, or broken, to let the 
body of Jesus go. That law had laid hold of 
Him thirty-three years before, when He 
descended. It had relaxed its gripof Him but 
once, and that when it declined to sink Him 
from the top of the waves on Lake Galilee, on 
which He walked, to the bottom of the lake. 
That law of gravitation must now give way to 
Him who made the law. It may hold the 
other stars, but it cannot longer hold the 
Morning Star of the Redemption. It may hold 
the noonday sun, but it cannot hold the Sun of 
Righteousness. The fingers of that 
law are about ‘to open .to let go the 
most illustrious Being the world had ever seen 
and whom it had worst maltreated. The 
strongest law of nature which philosophers ever 
weighed or measured must at last give way. It 
will break between the rock of Olivet and the 
heel of Christ’s foot. Watch it, all ye dis- 
ciples! Watch it, all the earth! Watch it, 
all the heavens! Christ about to leave this 
planet. How? His friends will not consent 
to have him go. His enemies catching him 
would only attempt by another Calvary to put 
Him into some other tomb. I will teli you 
how. The chain of the most tremendous 
natural law is unlinked. The sacred foot of 
our Lord and the limestone rock part, and part 
forever. 

Leaning back, and with pallid cheeks and 
uplifted eyes,the disciples see their Lord rising 
from the solid earth. Then rushing forward, 
they would grasp His feet to hold Him iast, but 
they are out of reach, and it is too late to de- 
tain Him. Higher than the tops of the fig- 
trees from which they had plucked the fruit. 
Higher than the olive-trees\ that shaded the 
mount. Higher,until he is within sight of the 
Bethlehem where He was born,and the Jordan 
where He was baptized, and the Golgotha, 
where He was slain. Higher,until on stairs of 
fileecy clouds He steps. Higher, until into a 
sky bluer than the lake that could not sink 
Him, He disappears into a sea of glory whose 
billowing ~splendors hide Him. The 
fishermen watch and watch, wonder- 
ing if the law of nature will not 
re-assert itself. and He shall in a few moments 
come back again, and they shall see Him de- 
scending; first His scarred feet coming in 
sight, then the scarred side, then the scarred 
brow, and they may take again His scarred 
hand. Butthe moments pass by, and the 
hours, and no reappearance. Gone out of sight 
of earth, but come within sight of heaven. 
And rising still, tot welcomed by one angelic 

choir like those who one Christmas night es- 
corted Him down, but all heaven turns out to 
greet Him home, and the temples have 
especial anthem, and the palaces especial ban- 
quet, and the streets especial throngs; and all 
along the line tothe foot of the throne, for 
years vacated but now again to be taken, there 
are arches lifted, and banners waved, and 
trumpets sounded, and doxologies chanted, 
and coronets cast down. 
“The angels throng’d His chariot wheels, 
And Lore Him to His throne; 


Then swept their golden harps and sung 
‘The glorious work is Prva ~ 


It was the greatest day in heaven! As he 
£0es up the steps of the throne that thirty- 
three years before He abdicated for our advan-

No wonder that for at least fourteen hun- 
dred years the churches have, forty d iys after 
Easter, kept Ascension day ; for the lessons are 
most inspiring and glorious. It takes much of 
the og ogre out of the idea of heaven, 
when from Olivet we see human nature 

- ascending. The same body that rose from 
i aa ’s tomb ascended from Mount Olivet.

all the weary, with all the imposed-upon. No 
more is He a spirit now than a body, no more 
of heaven than earth. Those of the celestial 


inhabitants who never saw our world, now. 


walk around Him and learn from His physical 
contour something of what our race will be 
wheh, in the resurrection, heaven will have 
uncounted bodies as well as uncounted spirits. 
On Ascension day He lifted Himself through 
the atmosphere of Palestine until, amid the 
immensit'es, He disavpeared. He was the 
only being the world ever saw who could lift 
Himself. Surely, if He could lift Himself, 
He can do the lesser deed of lifting us. 

“No star goes down but climbs another sky, 

No sun sets here except to rise on high.” 

Christ leads us all the way: through the 
birth hour, for he was born in Bethiehem; 
through boyhood, for He passed it in Naza- 
reth; through injustices, for He endured the 
outrages of Pilate’s court-room ; through death, 
for he suffered it on Calvary; through the se- 
pulchre, for He lay three days within its dark- 
ened walis; through resurrection, for the solid 
masonry gave way on the first Easter morning ; 
through ascension, for Mount Olivet watche 
Him as He climbed the skies; through the 
shining gates, for he entered them amid mag- 
nificent acclaim. And here is a gratifving 
consideration that you never thought of: We 
will see our Lord just as He looked on earth. 
As He rose from the tomb He ascended from 
Mount Olivet. We shall see Him as he 
looked on the road to Emmaus, as He ap- 
peared in the upper room in Jerusalem, as He 
was that day of valedictory on the ridge from 
which He swung into the skies. How much 
we will want to see Him! 

I was reading of a man born blind. He was 
married to one who took care of him all those 
years of darkness. <A surgeon said to him, “‘I 
can remove that blindness,’ and so he did. 
His sight given him, a rose was handed to the 
man who never before had seen a rose and he 
was in admiration of it, and his family whom 
he had never seen before now appeared to him, 
and he was in tears of rapture, when he sud- 
denly cried out: ‘I ought first to have asked 
to see the one who cured me; show me the 
doctor.””’ When from our eyes the scales 
of earth shall fall, and we have 
our first vision of heaven, our first 
cry ought not to be, “‘Where are my 
loved ones?” Our first cry ought to be, 
‘“‘Where is Christ, who made all this possible? 
Show me the Doctor!’’ Glory be to God for 
ascended humanity! Could we realize it, and 
that it is all in sympathy for us, we would 
have as cool acourage in the conflict of this 
life as had Charles the Twelfth when he was 
dictating dispatches to his secretary, and a 
bombshell fell into the room, and the secretary 
dropped his pen and attempted flight. Charles 
sald tohim: ‘Goon with your writing! what 
has the bombshell to do with the letter I am 
dictating?’’ If the ascended Christ be on our 
side. nothing should disturb us. 


“Our fellow-sufferer yet retains 
A fellow-feeling in our pains, 
And still remembers, In the skies, 
His tears, His agonies, and cries.”’ 


I am so glad that Christ broke the natural 
law of gravitation when He shook off from 
His feet the cluteh of Mount Olivet. People 
talk as though cold, iron, unsympathetic, 
natural law controlled everything. The reign 
of law is a majestic thing, but the God who 
made it has a right to break it, and again and 
again has broken it, and again and again will 
break it. A law is only God's way of doing 
things, and if He chooses to do them some 
other way, He has aright todoso. A law is 
not strong enough to shackle the Almighty. 
Christ broke botanical law when, one Monday 


morning iu March, on the way from Bethany — 


to Jerusalem, by a few words he turned a full- 
leaved fig tree into a lifeless stick. He broke 
ichthyological law when, without any natur- 
al inducement, He swung a_-— great 
school of fish intoa part of Lake Tiberias, where 
the fishermen had cast their nets for eight or 
ten hours without the capture of a minnow; 
and by making a fish help pay the tax by 
ecemeae. | from its mouth a Roman stater. Christ 

roke the law of storms by coinpelling, with a 
word, the angered sea to hush its frenzy, and 
the winds to quit their bellowing. He broke 
zoological law when He made the devils pos- 
sess the swine of Gadara. He broke the law 
of economics when He made enough bread for 
five thousand people out of five buiscuits that 
would not ordinarily have been enongh for 
ten of the hungry. e broke intellectual law 
when, bya word, He silenced a maniac into 
placidity. He broke physiological law 
when, by a_ touch, e straightened 
a@ woman who, for eighteen years, had 
been bent almost double, and when he put 
spring into the foot of inhumated Lazarus, 
and when, without medicine, He gave the 
dying girl back in‘heaith to the Syro-Pheenician 
mother, and when He made the palatial home 
of the nobleman resound again with the 
laughter of his restored boy, and when, with- 
out knife or battery, He set cataracted eyes to 
seeing again, and the drum of deaf ears to 
vibrating again, and the nerves of paralyzed 
arms to thrilling again, and then when in leay- 
ing the earth He defied all atmospheric law and 
physiological law, and that law which has in 
it withes and cables and girders enough to 
hold the universe, the law of gravitation. 

The Christ who, proved Himself on so many 
occasions, and especially the last, superior to 
law, still lives; and every day, in answer to 
prayer for the good of the world, He is over- 
riding the law. Blessed be God that we are 
not the subjects of blind fatality, but of asym- 
pathizing divinity. Have. you never seen a 
typhoid fever break, or a storm suddenly quiet, 
or a ship a-beam’s-end right itself, or a fog lift, 
or a parched sky break in showers, or a per- 
plexity disentangled, or the inconsolable take 
solace, or the wayward reform at the call of 
prayer? I have seen it; multitudes have 
seenit. You have,if you have been willing 
to see it. Deride not the faith-cure. Because 
impostors attempt it, is nothing against good 
men whom God hath honored with marvel- 
ous restorations. Pronounce nothing im- 
possible to prayer and trust. Because you and 
I cannot effect it, is no reason why others may 
not. By the same argumentI could prove 
that Raphael never painted a Madonna, and 
that Mendelssohn never wrote an oratorio, 
and that Phidias ‘never chiseled a statue. 
Because we cannot accomplish it ourselves, we 
are not to conclude that others may not. There 
are in immensity great ranges of mists 
which have proved, under closer tele- 
scopic scrutnity to be the store- 
house of worlds, and I do not 
know but from that passage in James, which, 
to some of us is yet misty and dim, there may 
roll out a new heaven and a new earth, ‘‘The 
prayer of faith shall save the sick.’’ The 
faith-curists may, in this war against disease, 
be only skirmishing before a general engage- 
ment, in which all the maladies of earth shall 
be routed. Surely, allopathy, and homeo- 
pathy, and hydropathy and eclecticism need 
reinforcement from somewhere. Why not 
from the faith and prayer of the consecrated? 
The mightiest school of medicine may 

et be the school of Christ. I do not know 

ut that diseases, now by all schools pro- 
nounced incurable, may give way under gos- 
pel bombardment. do not know but 
that the day may come when faith and prayer 
shall raise the dead. Strauss and Woolton 
and Spinoza and Hume and Schleiermacher 
rejected the miracles of the far past. I do not 
propose to be like them, and reject the miracles 
of the far future. This I know, the Christ of 
Ascensionday is mightier than any natural 
laws, foron the day of which Ispeak He 
trampled down the strongest of them all. Law 
is mighty, but He who made it is mightier. 
Drive out fatalism from your theology, and 
give grace the throne. 

Standing today on the Ascension peak of 
Mount Olivet I am also gladdened at the clos- 
- gesture, the last gesture Christ ever made. 
“He lifted up his hands and blessed them,’’ 
says the inspired account of our Lord’s de- 
parture. I am so glad He lifted up His hands. 
Gestures are often more significant than 
words, attitude than arguments. Christ had 
made a gesture of contempt when with His 
finger he wrote on the und; gesture of re- 
Ee sion when he said, **Get thee behind me, 

tan;”’ gesture of cendemnation when He 
said, ‘‘Woe unto you, Pharisees and hypo- 
crites.”” But His last gesture, His Olivetic 
gesture, is a gesture of benediction. He lifted 
up His hands and blessed them. Hisarms are 
extended, and the.palms of His hands turned 
downward, and so He dropped benediction 
upon Olivet, benediction upon Palestine, bene- 
diction upon all the earth. 

The cruel world took Him in at the start on 
a cradle of straw, and at last thrust Him out 
with the point of the spear; but benediction! 
Ascending until beneath He saw on one side 
the Bethichem where they pu 
cattle, and Calvary on the 
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day. 
pe Ty and they are c ng, and will keep 
on changing until the atmosphere shall bea 
commingling of October and June. Benedic- 
tion upon the deserts till they whiten with 
lily, and blush with rose, and yellow with 
cowslip, and emerald with grass.

Take the> bene- 
diction of His comfort, all ye brokeu-hearted 
under bereavement, and privation, and 
myriad woes. Take His benediction, all ye 
sick-beds, whether under acute spasms of 
pain, or in long-protracted invalidism. For 
orphanage, and childlessness, and widowhood 
a benediction. For cradles and trundle-beds, 
and rocking-chairs of cctogenarians a bene- 
diction. For life and for death, for time and 
for eternity, for earth and for heaven, a bene- 
diction. Sublimest gesture. ever made, the 
last gesture of our ascending Lord. “‘And he 
lifted up his hands, and blessed them.”’ 

Is our attitude the same? Is it the clenched 
fist or the open palm? Is it wrath or is it 
kindness? Is it diabolism or Christianism ? God 
give us the grace of the open palm, open up- 
ward to get the benediction, open downward 
to pronounce a benediction. A lady was pass- 
ing along a street and suddenly ran against a 
ragged boy, and she said: “I beg your pardon, 
my boy, I did not mean to run against you; I 
am very sorry.’ Andthe boy took off the 
piece of a cap_he had upon his head and said: 
‘‘You have my parding, lady, and you may 
ran agin me and knock me clear down; I 
won’t care.’’ And turning to a comrade he 
said: ‘That nearly took me off my feet. 
Nobody ever asked my parding before.’”’ Kind- 
ness! Kindness! Fill the world with it. There 
has always been too much of disregard of 
others. Illustrated in 1630,in England, when 
95,000 acres of marshes were drained for health 
and for crop-raising, and the sportsmen 
destroyed the drainage work because they

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REV. THOS. H. LEITCH, 


THE SOUTH CAROLINA EVANGE- 
LIsT, 


Who Is Stirring the People of At- 
lanta—His Work in Walker 
Street School. 


Mr. Leitch is a remarkable man. For th® 
past week he has been conducting a revival 
meeting at the Walker Street Methodist 
church. Every night the house has been 
crowded. Many have been converted and 
promise to live a new life, while the church 


members have ‘‘moved up’”’ and renewed their 
allegiance to the church. One remarkable 
fact about Mr. Leitch’s preaching is, that he 
preaches the plain truth, as he seesit, and not- 
withstanding the rough manner in which he 
uses up the slack church members and the 
sinning world, they are always anxious to hear 
him again. There is a streak of 
genuine humor running through his discourses 
that pleases the people and enables them to 
endure the strong denunciations of their crook- 
ed lives, Mr. Leitch isan able expounder of 
scripture, and having a long life of dissipation 
and acquaintance with the ways ot the 
world, he is well prepared to ap- 
ply the truth to every class, and give to each 
his portion. _ His illustrations are striking and 
numerous. He has a remarkab!'e faculty for 
retaining everything that comes under his ob- 
servation, and he is never at a loss for words, 
anecdotes and illuitrations with which to give 
force to his subject, and cause his audience to 
think and act. His style is peculiar to him- 
seif. To appreciate him, one must hear him. 
Rev. Mr. King has been fortunate in securing 
his services. 
SKETCH OF IIS LIFE. 

Mr. Leitch was born in London, England, on the 
25th of March, 1850, of Episcopalian and Roman 
Catholic parentage—his father being of the for- 
mer faithand his mother of the latter. When 
three years of age he was taken to Augusta, Ga., 
where his father died during the yellow fever epi- 
demic in 1854. In 1857 his mother moved to 
Charleston, S. C., and shortly afterward young 
Leitch was placed in the orphans’ home in that 
city.. Here he was educated and cared for until 
he was fifteen years of age, when he was appren- 
ticed@ to Rey. W. B. Elkins, a Baptist minister, who 
resided near Gadsden, on the South Carolina 
railroad. 

In the latter part of 1865, however, before he had 
been with his new guardian a year, he left him, 
made his way back to Charleston, and secured em- 
ployment in the government shops, then located 
in that city. Here he learned the machinist trade, 
at which he worked for several years. Being ofa 
very social disposition, and lacking the guiding 
influence of interested relatives or friends, he 
soon became associated with a class of young men 
who led him into all kinds of reckless dissipation. 
With them he formed the drink habit and was 
dragged down through its various stages to the 
depths of abandoned debauchery. But all this 
time there continued to gnaw within him an ac- 
cusing conscience that would not smother. For 
years the struggle continued, often carrying the 
poor victim to the verybrink of despair. In 1875,dur- 
ing one of his periods of temporary reform Mr. 
Leitch married a good Christian wife, a member 
of the Presbyterian church, and though after a 
time he again fell back into his former wretched- 
neas, here proved the turning point in his life. 
But up to this time the change had not been ac- 
complished. In May, 1879, he set out for New York 
city, hoping while oe strangers to be able to 
reform. Instead of this he fell, if possible, still 
deeper into the power of the demon drink, and 
in a state of drunkenness, aimlessly wandered 
about the city for months and months. 

One night, seemingly led on by some mysterious 
power, he found his way intoa little church, in 
which services were being conducted under the 
auspices of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union. Here he sat during the meeting, unable 
to realize even what the services could mean; and 
when the congregation began to disperse, some 
one lightly touched him on the arm. Knowing no 
one present, he at first gave no heed to the touch, 
but upon its being repmted, turned himself 
around. A young lady at his elbow desired to 
know if he was a Christian. Scarcely realizing 
what she meant, he answered her,no. At this, 
she began to beg, plead and argue,” and, upon 
invitation, Brother Leitch promised to come 
to the church again on the following night. 
This was on the 5th and 6th of November, 1879, 
and from this incident Brother Leitch dates the 
first link in the chain that led to his conversion. 

From that hour Mr. Leitch never again touched 
the intoxicating cup, but returned home a new 
man, and ¢secured a situation in the Charleston 
bag factory, of which he soon became superin- 
tendent. Shortly afterwards, he first engaged in 
Christian work ly holding prayer-meetings in 
the jail on Sunday mornings and preaching on 
the streets in the afternoons. This he kept up un- 
til September 10, 1886, when he answered his call 
to the work of an evangelist, and on August 12th, 
of the following Sa was regularly licensed to 
preach by the North Georgia conference, with 
which bo = is still connected, holding the re- 
lation of “local preacher.”’ 

Though the wonderful power with which he 
prosecutes his mission is prima facie evidence of 
the fact, Mr. Leitch believes that he was specially 
called to his work ina special way. His first in- 
timation of the fact was when a boy of fourteen. 
He hada dream in which he thought he was 
preaching toa large crowd in the open air, from 
the text: “Fight the good fight of faith,” and 
twenty-five years later on stood on the same spot 
that he had seen in his dream. 

He has held meetings in North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Georgia. In every town and city 
that he has visited thousands have been attracte 
to hear him, and thousands have been converted 
under his preaching. 

As aman and preacher, it can be said that he is 
-iterally without fear of the face of man, and with 
an eye single to the spiritual welfare of his fei- 
lows, triumphantly pursues his career of good, re- 
gardless of all obstacles.
